GET OUT OF YOUR COMFORT ZONE 


Experts share strategies, 
tips for exploring 
different parts of city

Chicago isn’t New York— it’s not the kind 
of place where people leave town for huge 
chunks of the summer. 

But it’s not the kind of place where people 
tend to stray from their geographic comfort 
zones, either. 

Lingering stereotypes about other neigh- 
borhoods— and the city’s persistent racial 
segregation— only exacerbate people’s ten- 
dencies to stick with what they know, said 
Max Grinnell, a writer and lecturer at the 
University of Chicago who specializes in ur- 
ban studies. 

“People are creatures of habit, along with 
what we see on the news about the South Side 


being one undifferentiated area of crime and 
violence as opposed to nuance and detail,” 
said Grinnell, who also conducts walking 
tours of Chicago. 

But it only takes a little bit of extra effort to 
bust out of those habits, said Ryan Ver Berk- 
moes, author of “Walking Chicago.” 

“You have to plan to do it in the same way 
you plan a vacation,” he said. “People end up 
only doing this kind of stuff when they have 
friends come in from out of town, so pretend 
you have friends.” 

Ver Berkmoes has a few favorite Chicago 
walks: through Pilsen on i8th Street, down 
the southern end of the lakefront and west 
on Devon Avenue through ethnically diverse 
markets and bookstores. 

“I think people {are} worried with, well, 
‘What will I find? Will I be OK?’ ” he said. 
“One thing people can do is just get on the ‘L 


and pick a stop. If they don’t really like what 
they see, they can get back on the ‘L.’ ” 

Grinnell had a similar strategy when he first 
moved to Chicago. 

“I would get on the train, and I would pick 
a number between one to 15, and I would go 
that many stops and get off,” he said. “It was 
kind of a cool way to see something new ... I 
had this kind of rule of three, too: We’re going 
to find something cool to drink, something 
cool to eat and some kind of cultural attrac- 
tion.” 

The Pullman State Historic Site, a former 
“company town” that was a vital part of 1800s 
labor history; the Gilded Age mansion hous- 
ing the Driehaus Museum in the Near North 
neighborhood; and Promontory Point all de- 
serve some more love and foot traffic, Grin- 
nell said.

The campsite is 
a short walk west to Sand Ridge 
Nature Center, where campers can 
access trails ranging from a quar- 
ter mile to 2 miles long that pass 
through prairies with colorful wild- 
flowers. Nearby is the Green Lake 
Family Aquatic Center, which has a 
mini water slide, lazy river and splash 
pool. 

LODGING: There are 16 tent sites. 
Each tent site has a mulch tent pad, 
picnic table, lantern post and fire pit 
with a grate. The tent pad accommo- 
dates a 10-foot-by-1 0-foot tent, which 
can fit six people. The tent sites are 
a short distance for the main park- 
ing lot. 

In addition, there are four cabins. 
Each one has bunk beds and accom- 
modates up to eight people. The 
one-room cabins have ceiling fans, 
porches, picnic tables and fire rings 
with grates.

COST: $30 a night for Cook County 
residents to pitch a tent Sundays 
through Wednesdays and $35 a 
night if staying Thursdays through 
Saturdays. 

It costs $50 a night for Cook 
County residents to stay in a cabin 
Sundays through Wednesdays 
and $80 a night to stay Thursdays 
through Saturdays. 

AMENITIES: Nature trails, 24-hour 
staff and police presence 

RESTRICTIONS: Pets are allowed 
in the campground but not inside 
cabins and must be leashed. Alcohol 
is allowed, but no glass bottles. No 
Wi-Fi. No outside firewood is allowed 
to help prevent the spread of the 
Emerald ash borer, but a complimen- 
tary bundle of firewood is provided. 


14630 Oak Park Ave, Oak Forest, III. 

DETAILS: The first phase of Camp Sullivan opened 
in June with bunkhouses and rustic cabins inside 
the 612-acre Tinley Creek Woods. A big red barn that 
greets campers is being renovated to include an 
indoor climbing wall. Trails are within walking dis- 
tance including the 10-mile Tinley Creek paved trail. 
Nearby are the Tinley Creek Bicycle Trail, Turtlehead 
Lake and Arrowhead Lake. The George Dunne Golf 
Course is a short drive away. 

LODGING: Two bunkhouses are available on-site to 
rent. Each bunkhouse has bunk beds that sleep 36 
people. There’s a kitchen, dining area, bathrooms 
with toilets and showers, ceiling fans, picnic tables 
and a fire pit. 

Also, there are eight cabins on-site and each one 
can fit eight people in bunk beds. The one-room 
cabins have ceiling fans, porches, picnic tables and 
fire rings with grates. 

The 15-tent campsites open July 15. Tent pads will 
accommodate a 10-foot-by-1 0-foot tent, which can 
sleep six people.

DETAILS: The state park is located close to the 
Wisconsin border in northern Illinois near Six 
Flags Great America and the Gurnee Mills outlet 
mall in Lake County. It stretches 6.5 miles along 
the Lake Michigan shoreline and offers sand 
dunes, swimming beaches, trails and fishing. 

LODGING: There are 241 campsites. Each 
campsite has an electric hookup and can ac- 
commodate up to two tents and four individu- 
als. Additionally, the Illinois Beach Resort and 
Conference Center has 96 rooms. 

COST: $25 per night and $35 on holidays for the 
campsites. Rates vary for the hotel. 

AMENITIES: Fishing, swimming, hiking trails. 
Firewood is available on site. 

RESTRICTIONS: Quiet pets are allowed in the 
campground on a leash but are not allowed 
on the beach. There is a partial ban on alcohol 
at some spots in the campground-alcohol is 
not allowed on the beach, trails or picnic areas.

8916 Wilmot Road, Spring Grove, III. 

DETAILS: Located in McHenry County, Chain 
O’Lakes is billed as a “water wonderland.” The 
park borders three natural lakes and the Fox 
River and has its own lake within its borders. It 
has 6 miles of trails to hike and bike and 8 miles 
of trails to ride horses. 

LODGING: There are 151 campsites that offer 
electric hookup and 87 sites without electricity. 
Three cabins are available. Each cabin has two 
bunk beds and one double bed and comes with 
electricity, a table, six chairs, a picnic table and 
a cooking/fire grill, but no bathrooms inside. 

COST: $12 per night for campsites without elec- 
tricity, $25 per night and $35 on holidays for 
campsites with electric hookup, $50 a night for 
the cabin. 

AMENITIES: Hiking, biking and equestrian 
trails; archery range; fishing; concession stand; 
boat and canoe rentals; guided horse rides.

DETAILS: One of the most popular 
camping destinations in Illinois, the 
scenic Starved Rock State Park offers 
more than 12 miles of hiking trails, can- 
yons, cliff overlooks, rock formations 
and waterfalls. The state park is on the 
south side of the Illinois River in LaSalle 
County. 

LODGING: There are 133 campsites that 
come with a gravel parking spot, picnic 
bench and grill pits. Each campsite can 
accommodate up to two tents and four 
individuals. The Starved Rock Lodge & 
Conference Center offers 69 hotel and 
lodge rooms plus 21 cabin rooms. 

COST: $25 per night and $35 on holidays 
for the campsites.

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Chilled tsukemen at Strings Ramen Shop 


Cool noodles 

Who said you can’t eat ramen this summer? 
Get your fix with these chilled seasonal options

There’s no denying that the ramen craze swept 
Chicago this winter, providing comfort in the 
form of broth and carbs — lots of carbs. Though 
a bowl of piping-hot anything may not be ex- 
actly what you’re craving as temperatures rise, 
you don’t have to give up ramen. A handful of 
noodle bars are serving up chilled seasonal op- 
tions. Jam-packed with fresh vegetables, cold 
noodles and traditional flavors, these dishes 
will cure your cravings without the extra heat. 

Hiyashi chuka ($9.50) 
at Furious Spoon 

1571 N. Milwaukee Ave. 773-687-8445 

This cold, brothless noodle salad is topped 
with a mound of carrots, ham, tamagoyaki 
(thin Japanese omelet), sugar-snap peas, cu- 
cumber, nori, sesame oil and soy dressing. The 
Wicker Park restaurant serves it all with a side 
of super-spicy mustard sauce for the brave. At 
first bite, the dish reminded me of my favorite 
summer pasta salad, but the traditional 
Japanese ingredients and soy dressing nestled 
at the bottom of the bowl brought me back 
to the ramen I know and love. “We wanted to 
add something refreshing,” chef Shin Thomp- 
son said. “It’s still ramen, but a lesser-known 
dish, and it’s appropriate for the season.” Furi- 
ous Spoon is also serving up tsukemen ($10), 
another cold option, with chashu pork belly 
scallions, nori and dipping noodles. 

Chilled tsukemen ($9.95) 
at Strings Ramen Shop 

2141 S. Archer Ave. 312-374-3450 
1629 N. Halsted St. 312-624-9604 

Served on a bed of ice, these cold noodles are 
draped in bean sprouts, kaiso seaweed and 
iwanori (crunchy rock seaweed). It sounds 
simple enough, but the creamy sauce is what 
makes this dish special. In a separate bowl, 
chef Kee Chan serves a side of dashi broth 
and raw egg for dipping. He recommends 
dunking the noodles bite by bite, just like a 
sandwich served au jus, rather than drench- 
ing the entire dish in sauce. Dipping just 
the tips of the noodles before slurping them 
down provided an even coating of sauce and 
flavor— and kept the noodles and seaweed 
from getting soggy and oversaturated. Pro 
tip: The ice-cold dish is also available at their 
new location in Lincoln Park.

If listening to Jay Z while a piece of seared tuna 
melts in your mouth sounds like a good time, 
stop whatever you’re doing and run to Ramen- 
San right now River North’s twist on the trend 
includes a chilled dashi broth and noodles, 
heirloom tomatoes, cucumber, fresh grated 
wasabi, toasted nori and thin slices of seared 
tuna. Chef Doug Psaltis explained that because 
the broth isn’t warm, diners can slurp slowly 
without worrying about the noodles overcook- 
ing in the broth. “With hot ramen, I want to 
eat the noodles as fast as possible and then get 
to the broth. With cold {ramen}, you can kind 
of pick at it— there’s no rhyme or reason. And 
there aren’t as many rules. Anything goes.”
